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Depository  Library 
Council  Meets  &  Approves 
Guidelines 

Meeting  at  Crystal  City  in  Arling- 
ton, Virginia,  October  16th-18th, 
the  Depository  Library  Council  to 
the  Public  Printer  addressed  major 
areas  of  concern  to  depository  li- 
brarians and  the  Government  Print- 
ing Office.  A  large  turnout  of  librar- 
ians from  the  East,  South,  Midwest, 
and  West,  enlivened  discussions  and 
committee  meetings. 

^Outgoing  Public  Printer,  Thomas 
r.  McCormick,  introduced  John  J. 
Boyle,  shortly  to  become  the  new 
Public  Printer.  Mr.  Boyle  assured 
the  assembled  audience  of  his  in- 
terest and  concern  for  the  Deposi- 
tory Library  Program,  as  well  as  his 
appreciation  of  the  work  of  the 
Council. 

The  Committee  working  with  the 
Proposed  Standards  &  Guidelines 

met  to  consider  the  many  letters  of 
response  received  after  their  August 
publication  with  Highlights.  The  vast 
majority  of  replies  were  quite  favor- 
able to  the  Guidelines  as  proposed. 
But  all  specific  concerns  expressed 
were  carefully  considered  and  a  fur- 
ther rewording  of  some  parts  took 
place.  The  Guidelines  were  then  pre- 
sented to  Council  and  received 
unanimous  approval.  This  final  ver- 
sion will  be  distributed  to  deposi- 
tories in  the  near  future. 

These  Guidelines  are  the  recom- 
\idations  of  the  professional 
u^Juments  library  community  and 
their  representatives  on  the  Coun- 
cil. They  have  the  support  of  the 
Government  Printing  Office,  but  do 


John  J.  Boyle 
Becomes  The  New 
Public  Printer 

On  September  28th,  President 
James  Earl  Carter  announced  that  he 
had  accepted  the  resignation  of 
Thomas  F.  McCormick  as  Public 
Printer,  and  had  nominated  Deputy 
Public  Printer  John  J.  Boyle  to  suc- 
ceed him. 

Mr.  Boyle  is  a  25  year  career 
veteran  of  the  Government  Printing 
Office.  After  having  worked  for  sev- 
eral years  in  the  printing  industry 
of  his  native  Pennsylvania,  he  came 
to  GPO  as  a  proofreader  in  1952. 
He  rose  steadily  and  in  1964  was 
named  Special  Assistant  to  the 
Production  Manager  for  Electronic 
Printing,  a  field  in  which  he  is  a 
recognized  expert.  He  established 
the  Electronic  Photocomposition  Di- 
vision and  was  responsible  for  the 
smooth  introduction  of  this  new 
technology  into  the  Government 
Printing  Office. 

Of  special  interest  to  Highlights' 
readers  are  his  words  before  the 
Joint  Committee  on   Printing  in 


October:  "We  are  all  proud  of  the 
improved  service  to  the  public  and 
Congress  by  our  Documents  Depart- 
ment which  is  the  result  of  improve- 
ment in  management  practices  and 
the  use  of  modern  automated  data 
processing  practices.  The  Deposi- 
tory Library  Program  has  been  im- 
proved considerably  in  recent  years 
and  I  believe  in  complete  support 
of  this  Program  because  of  its  im- 
portance to  the  Government  and  the 
public  in  the  dissemination  of 
information." 

Mr.  Boyle  is  the  17th  Public 
Printer  of  the  United  States. 


not  constitute  legally  binding  regu- 
lations. The  Guidelines  have  delib- 
erately been  kept  as  flexible  as 
possible  so  as  to  be  applicable  to 
the  variety  of  libraries  participating 
in  the  Depository  Library  Program. 

Progress  on  the  Monthly  Catalog 
was  reported  to  Council  by  Stuart 
Greenberg,  Chief  of  the  Classifica- 
tion &  Cataloging  Branch  of  the 
Government  Printing  Office.  Re- 
sponse to  the  recent  questionnaire 
that  went  out  with  MC  found  most 


people  pleased  with  the  new  format. 
The  Library  of  Congress  subject 
headings  are  liked  well  enough  to 
be  kept.  Additional  subject  access 
was  felt  to  be  desirable,  but  most 
respondents  were  unsure  as  to  the 
kind  needed. 

A  special  development  reported 
was  that  librarians  at  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  Education  and  Wel- 
fare had  discovered  that  MC  was 
giving  45%  better  coverage  of 
HEW  publications  than  their  own 
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bibliographic  tools.  As  a  result,  HEW 
has  contracted  with  GPO  for  a  mini- 
catalog  of  all  HEW  publications 
using  the  MC  data  base.  This  ap- 
proach can  serve  as  a  model  for 
other  Federal  agencies  attempting 
bibliographic  control  of  their  mate- 
rial. The  mini-catalog  will  become  a 
depository  document. 

The  Assistant  Public  Printer  (Su- 
perintendent of  Documents),  Carl 
A.  LaBarre,  told  of  the  excellent 
response  of  depository  librarians  to 
the  Publications  Reference  File.  As 
a  result  of  the  large  non-depository 
interest  in  this  microfiche  tool,  it  is 
being  made  available  on  a  subscrip- 
tion basis,  for  $50.00  a  year,  with 
updates  every  other  month.  A  new 
feature  of  PRF  in  1978  will  be  a 
"New  Publications"  section  contain- 
ing titles  added  to  the  Sales  Pro- 
gram since  the  previous  edition. 
This  feature  will  make  PRF  even 
more  valuable  to  acquisition  librar- 
ians. 

Access  to  the  PRF  is  now  being 
provided  by  phone,  (202)-783- 
3238,  via  the  new  Storage  and 
Information  Retrieval  System  (STA- 
IRS). Replies  will  be  made  at  once 
during  the  hours  8:00  am-4:30  pm 
(District  of  Columbia  time),  or  re- 
corded during  other  time  periods 
for  reply  the  following  working  day. 
Future  plans  call  for  introducing 
STAIRS  service  to  GPO  bookstores. 

Reporting  on  microform  progress, 
John  D.  Livsey,  Director  of  the  Li- 
brary and  Statutory  Distribution 
Service,  stated  that  in  implementing 
the  authorization  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Printing  for  microforms  of 
non-GPO  publications,  some  350 
General  Accounting  Office  titles  had 
been  procured  and  converted  into 
398  pieces  of  microfiche.  These 
would  be  distributed  to  depositories 


shortly  after  the  Council  meeting. 

In  the  process  of  conversion  are 
other  non-GPO  materials  which  in- 
clude: Great  Lakes  Regional  Basin 
Framework  studies,  ERDA  reports. 
Department  of  Transportation  publi- 
cations, Agricultural  Research  Serv- 
ice material,  NASA  technical  publi- 
cations, and  nine  series  of  the  Joint 
Publications  Research  Service  trans- 
lations (excepting  USSR  material). 

These  are  some  "highlights"  of  a 
very  busy  Council  meeting.  A  fuller 
coverage  is  being  sent  out  to  all 
depository  libraries  in  the  form  of 
a  summary  by  Council  Secretary, 
Jaia  Heymann.  It  will  also  be  accom- 
panied by  the  "Report  of  the  Coun- 
cil Committee  on  Micrographics." 
Last  action  of  the  Council  was  the 
selection  of  a  site  for  the  Spring 
meeting.  This  will  take  place  in  New 
Orleans,  with  registration  on  Sun- 
day, April  16th,  and  meetings  on  the 
16th,  17th,  and  18th.

There  have  ben  suggestions  made  to 
include  a  page  number  after  the 
listing:  either  as  a  substitute  for  the 
classification  number,  or  in  addition 
to  it.  Any  comment  on  this  or  any 
other  aspect  of  the  "List  of  Govern- 
ment Authors"  will  be  most  wel- 
come.
